PARIS—In a studio off the fashionable 
Avenue Raymond Poincare, disk jockey 
Salma et-Shamma waves to her sound man 
and leans over the microphone “Dearest 
hstener,"' she whispers in Arabic, ‘in 
about four minutes from now is our rendez 
vous with our news.” 

Thousands of miles away, her words 
flow from table-top portables in the side- 
walk cafes of Cairo, from pockel {transistor 
radios in the crowded tenements of Am- 
man and from hi-fi speakers in tuxurious 
Jidda palaces. They float above Beirut’s 
battered terraces; and with the volusne 
turned Jow, they play softly in many a Da- 
mascus or Tripol living room, where lis- 
tening to anything but the home govern 
ment’s propaganda is a crime. 
Propaganda Organ 

This is Radio Monte Carlo. Conceived 
by the late French President Charles de 
Gaulle in 1968, the station, owned by the 
French government, got under way in 
Monaco in May 1972 but moved to Paris a 
short time later. It retains the name of the 
gambling resort because by so doing it dis- 
tances the French government from what. 
in effect, is its own propaganda organ. 


Whatever its bias, the station has grown 
Into the world's most widely heard Arab- 
language broadcast. Its catchy brew of 
news, music, sports reviews, talk shows 
and advertising reaches 12 milion to 16 
million Arab adults daily throughout the 
Middle Eust and North Africa, according 
to Pro Media, a Paris-based Arab advertis- 
ing agency. In times of crisis, such as the 
assassination of Egyptian President Anwar 
el-Sadat, the audience may swell to as 
many as 20 million. 

The station's fame parallels growing 
French influence in the Middle East. Area 
specialists say that as Britain withdrew 
from the region and the U.S. became in- 
creasingly identified with Israel, France 
emerged as the Western power many 
Arabs look up to. France's immigrant pop- 
ulation Includes 200,000 Lebanese civil-war 
refugees, primurily businessmen and intel- 
lectuals, plus more than two million Arab 
North Africans. 
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Delicate Delivery 

White Radio Monte Carlo ts undeniably 
a French government medium, the pack- 
aging is subtle and the delivery delicate. 
There is no attempt to expound the French 
line on Arab affairs, for example. The aim, 
rather, is to bulld Arab affection for 
France. “We are an Arab station working 
as u Western media organ. The BBC 1s a 
British station trying to act as an Arabic 
one,” explains station manager Antoine 
Nofal. 

On the air, Ms. el-Shamma yields to 
Panorama, a serious halfhour Arab news 
and press review. It is just one of 19 news 
progtams—not to mention frequent butle- 
tins—spotted throughout Radio Monte 
Carlo's {6-hour broadcast day. Primary 
beneficiaries of the programming are the 
many listeners who live under regimes 
that starve them for objective information. 
“For news junkies like me, it is an essen- 
tial diet,’ says Rene Shiniara, a retired 
eivil servant in Cairo. 

Station manager Nofal. a Lebanese, 
presides over a freewheeling staff of 100 
Egyptians, Patestinians, Lebanese, Freqch 
and Syrians among others, inelnding some 
20 overseas correspondents. Staffed by 
confirmed Francophiles, the station broud- 
casts a heavy dose of Western music and 
advertises Western consumer goods. Yet tt 
1s thoroughly Pan-Arab in character. For 
example, during Ramadan, the holy Mos- 
lem month of fasting, liquor commercials 
are banned. 

Radio Monte Carlo has mfluence with 


Arab governments, whose officials monitor 
it carefully and setdom refuse an invitation 
to he interviewed. Even more telling, dur- 
ing the December 1983 siege of Palestinian 
guerrillas by Syrian troops in Tripoli, Leb- 
anon, Yasser Arafat, the head of the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization, became, in 
effect, the radio's correspondent. For days, 
until he left the city, he gave numerous 
live interviews and conducted his negotia- 
tions with the Syrians over the airwaves. 

“The overwhelming impression is not 
that it is as credible as the BBC, but |Ra- 


dio Monte Carlo’s! persistence in following 
news items is remarkable,” says Nabi] Os- 
man, Egypt's press counselor at the United 
Nations. 

Radio Monte Carto is ‘fast and, when it 
comes to Arab news, more relevant,” 
notes Rashid Khalidi, a professor of politi- 
cal science at the American University in 
Beirut who snrvived the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon during the summer of 1982. "I 
was tuned in to Monte Carlo at home, in 
the car, and at school. They had nonstop 
news. No one who lived through this expe- 
tience could do without it." When a Ku- 
waiti tanker was bombed recently in the 
Persian Gulf, Kuwait's deputy information 
minister called Radio Monte Carlo for a 
fill-in on the facts.

The broadcasts travel via submarine 
cable to Cyprus, from where they ar 
beamed over medium wave-—the eqitiva- 
lent of the AM hroadcast band in the 
U.S.—to Libya, Egypt, Sudan, Saudi Ara 


bia, Jordan, Israel, Syria, Iraq. Kuwait, 
Yemen, Qatar. Bahrain, the United Arah 
Emirates, Oman and parts of North Af- 
rica. (Apart from its Arab-language serv: 
ice, Radio Monte Carlo also broadcasts a 
mix of rock music and news to the 
French.) 

To present a rounded view of the news, 
Radio Monte Carlo retains correspondents 
in Arab capitals who are known to closely 
reflect the opinion of the local govem- 
ments. But il balances their reports by air- 
ing ail opposing sides without censorship. 
“You can hear all the different views,” 
says Prof. Khalidi. 

When the news is over, Radio Monte 
Carlo returns to projecting a likable image 
of France. The chatty Ms. el-Shamma, a 
former Cairo television anchorwoman, re- 
turns the mood from somber to frivolous 
with her popular “Disco Monte Carlo.” 

She teases listeners with flirty mono- 
logues; tells them what the weather feels 


like under a cloudless night in Paris; and 
recalls her argument with a taxi driver 
who cursed at Arabs after the wave of ter 
Torist bombing in Paris, illuminating this 
story by staging an impromptu interview 
with a studio visitor. ‘'] try to make the lis- 
tener live in my ambiance, feet the air of 
Paris, share my experience of being here,” 
she says during a pause in her three-hour, 
fast-paced program of mostly English, 
French and Italian music sprinkled with 
occasional Arab tunes. 

Ronald Pharaon, the Lebanese who di- 
rects Radio Monte Carlo’s advertising 
sales, says star disk jockeys and broad- 


casters receive a total of 1,000 to 1,500 Iet- 
ters a month and countless phone calls 
from fans. Most of the letters come from 
Egypt, where people live on modest 
means. The phone calls, many from auto- 
mobiles, come from Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and the Arah oil emirates. Ms. et-Shamma 


says an admiring tistener once sent her a 
BMW, which she refused. 

The stars’ monthly salaries vary be- 
tween $1,666 and $2,000. According to Mr. 
Pharaon, those earnings can be substan- 
tially supplemented by income from com- 
mercials, voice-overs and participation in 


tours of Arab countries. To many, how- 


ever, the chief attractions of working at 
Radio Monte Carlo are fame, a pleasant 
and dynamic working atmosphere, and the 
fact, noted hy Mr. Nofal, the station man- 
ager, that “it is nice to live in Paris.”

(Tan’s Musing continuing his thoughts on third-line radios will continue 
next week.) Greetings again. Looks like Paul has come up with another appropriate topic 
for me, so I guess I°ll check in again. For the last 9 years I’ve been a creator of DX; 
that is, a broadcaster. Since Nov. 25, 1977 I’ve been a DJ at WHCO-940 Wartburg, ‘IN. 
During those 9 years I’ve seen the station undergo a number of changes froma small 1 kw 
daytimer in an old house on the edge of town to today’s 5 kW facility with studios in 
downtown Wartburg. The studio move was made on Jan. 20, 1980; and I was the last DJ to 
broadcast fram the old building, and the second to do a shift in the new control room. WECO 
took another giant step on May 3, 1982 when we increased our power from 1 kW to 5, WECO has 
conducted several DX tests for the NRC. The first, conducted around Christmas of 1972, I 
believe, was widely received. Another one was run in 1980 with a lesser, but still good 
response. After WECO went to 5 kW, I arranged another test on Oct. 31, 1982 and the reports 
poured in again. Quite a few DX’ers from Canada heard the test, while just 20 miles from 
the transmitter WMIX Mt. Vernon IL was giving WECO fits. Still, on that morning I got one 
of my most prized veries - from WECO! Yep, I logged the test and submmitted a report! WEICO 
will gladly verify correct reports, so if you hear 94 Country, drop our CE, Carl Stump, a 
line at Box 100 Wartburg TN 37887. If you need to add WECO to your log probably the best 
time to do so would be in April before daylight savings time begins. During those few days 
WECO does not use its PSA and signs on at 6 am with full power. In my years of NRC 
membership I’ve noticed several reports of WECO even though WMAZ and especially super pest 
WCPC usually wipe WECO off the dial. I’ve even seen a few reports taken when I was on the 
air. WECO’s format is country, with gospel music and programs on Sundays from sign-on until 
noon. News is presented on the hour from ABC, and on the half-hour from the Tennessee Radio 
Network. The station is also heavily into sports with the entire NASCAR Winston Cup racing 
schedule being aired as well as high school and college football and basketball. WECO is, 
in short, a good example of what radio can be, and how an AM staion can survive and even 
prosper in this FM-oriented time. As for me, I cam full circle on Aug. 31, 1980. I had 
first been in a radio station in August 1965 when WVNA-1590 Tuscumbia AL (my hometown at the 
time) celebrated its 10th anniversary with an open house. I decided on that day that 1 
wanted to be a broadcaster. On Aug. 31, 1980, WECO celebrated its 10th anniversary with an 
open house ~ and guess who was the announcer on duty during that open house ... that ‘s 
right, me! 73°s until next time.

4:29 
am: KUPL-1330 has picked up Larry King (or should I say Jim Bohannon today), local ad, ID, 
Mutual news, 4:32 jingle before rejoining Bohannon. Another local ad 4:41 and jungle; if 
more stations would sell ads in Larry King, it’d be easier to ID! Kudos to KUPL. 4:30 
noticed AdCon oldies in their null; turned out to be CJYM, nice ID 4:43 followed by a 
religious show; new. 5:37 country music in mull of CKILG-730 suspected to be KIZN Boise, 
ex-KTOX; sure enough, two nice "KIZN 93 FM" ID’s and a road report. 6:25 Ranchera music on 
960, 6:30 accented ID "It’s 6:30 at KALE Richland-Pasco-Kennewick." In March-April 1971, 
KALE IDs at that Sunday hour were given by me! 6:45:  Jinmy Buffet song "Come Monday" 
appeared out of nowhere on 770 at eastern Montana sunrise, good atop KRPM or CHQR or whoever 
had hyms. Buffet sang, "Remember that night in Montana?" but no one remembered to say 
"KATL" loud enough to ID. 6:47: DJ patter about weather, then lady with two mentions of 
Miles City interviewed police chief about arson, ending with another mention of Miles City, 
then she mumbled her name and what was probably "for KATL", back to the DJ but it was 
fading out, so I°1l have to try again. Later that day, got a good ID fram KUTR-860 5:24 pm, 
ad mentioning Utah several times, interview with local musician. Nancy says they dropped 
out of sight around 5:20 but came back strong, so may have had problems dropping to night 
power, they were so strong.
